document nowhere explicitly provides for PI support for UW operations. 
There is one reference to PI support at CINCPAC in Annex D, page 8, 
peragraph 5b. It is not clear for what purpose these PI's would be 
sent from CINCCIAPAC to CINCPAC. Appendix ITT gives the Headquarters 
personnel breakdown and it will be nutad only one PI is provided. This 
is possibly due to a reliance on the component commands of CINCPAC 

for this service, but this is not spelled out. 


2. The plan does state that PACAP will have the responsibility for 
aerial reconnaissance. Does this include PI suppert to all CIA/PAC field 
units? Our experience indicates each field unit charged with develop- 
ing and running operations should have integrated PI support. There is 
no mention of processing film and only one reference to 5 filic liprary 
for maps and charting purposes. Therefore I feel thet the following sre 
questions which snould be spelled out » possibly to be incorporated in 
a separate Annex to the plan: 


Is PI support to be provided, and if so, at what level? 


Is PI to be provided by Military or will it be inte- 
gral to CIA operetional wnits? 


Who will provide film and collateral support to the 
CIA field components for PI use in excess of local 
collections? 


Is PI training for the War Plan Support to be initi- 
ated now and if so, where and at what level? 


Where are the PI's cited in Annex D, page 8, para- 
graph 5b, coming from? 
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f. Is processing and reproduction to be provided 
entirely by Air Force units and if so, at what 
level of command and how near the CIA operational 
units? 


g- What is the role of NPIC in supporting this wer 
plan; or is all support to emanate from CINCPAC?
